The formal opening of George W. 


Brown's Business College in the Library 
Block was witnessed last night by a large 
number of ladies and gentlemen who 
rilled the rooms completely, scores being 
forced to stand during the interesting ex- 
ercises. Decatur is an important factor 
in the Brown triangle of business colleges 
the other two being established at Jack- 
sonville and Peoria, each about 75 miles 
distant. All have been started by Mr. 
Brown and to each he devotes his per- 
sonal attention. The rooms of the De- 
catur college are six in number,splendidly 
lighted and ventilated, heated by steam 
and gas-lit. They are on the third floor 
of the block and were built to order b\ 
the owners of the handsome building 
T. T. Roberts and 0. Z. Greena. 
The 


college now has 82 students, young men 
and women, who are receiving special 
training under the direction of Prmcipa 
E. P. Irving for business careers—with 
special departments for short hand, type 
wnting, etc. 


The dedicatory exercises took place in 


the main class-room of the college, which 
had been brightened by sp2cial decora 
tions of tlowers, bunting and growing 
plants and the word "welcome" in ever 
greens. 


Introductory remarks were offered by 


Principal Irving, who called Prof. Brown 
to occupy the chair. Kev. W. C. Miller, 
of the Congregational church, offered 
prayer, and the Misses May and Bernice 
Faries favored the audience with a piano 
duet, the Labitzky "Leinates Klauge 
Waltz." It was artistically given. 


Prof. Brown, who is a genial gentleman 


of thorough business 
experience, ad- 


dressed the audience on the scope of the 
business college. He said that there were 
two leading branches of education—the 
general education of the free school sys- 
tem which has to do with the mind in its 
development, and the special education, 
which not only trains the mind but de- 
velops the physical powers- -a mechanical, 
manual training that cannot be secured 
in any of the other schools. He said there 
were now 300 business 
colleges 
in 


America with 75,000 students, all fitting 
themselves for useful lives. Rev. R. M. 
Bartlett, of Cincinnati, now 80 years of 
age, founded the first business college in 
Philadelphia, and it was Peter Cooper 


,rinciples 
and added 
responsibility 


go with education. We do not acquire 
aowledge for our own selfish ends as 
against another. It is acquired that we 
may be of more worth and helpfulness m 
,he world. For every truth obtained 
comes a new debt; for every idea of skill, 
added responsibility.

every step of which has betokened some- 
thing better for the future. There is a 
peculiarity marking Decatur's steady 
growth which is not common to the 
building up of new towns in the Mississ- 
ippi Valley. The money that has been 
invested in our mills and factorka and 
street railways and stores and paved 
streets and handsome residences, has all 
been made right here. It has not been 
brought here from the outside. Every 
man who has money has made it right 
here, and the consequence is that its 
owners have an interest in the future of 
the town, and are possessed of the con- 
servatism which has enabled them to ac- 
cumulate property and amass wealth. 
Probably this same conservatism may 
have kept them 
from amassing still 


greater wealth, but it has also kept them 
from embarking in wild speculations and 
losing what it cost them many a hard 
struggle to gain. So that their very con- 
servatism, which is often blamed for 
keeping them aloof from the feverish 
activity which sometimes leads a few to 
wealth, has been 
the balance wheel 


which has kept the whole mass from 
wrecking their all in attempts to get 
rich with baste. It is not popular, we 
are well aware, to advise against the 
methods which have made people wealthy 
in some places, but the common exper- 
ience of all men who have studied the sit- 
uation of booming towns is that the un- 
natural activity is always followed by a 
corresponding time of depression, from 
which the recovery is sure to be slow and 
painful. 


But Decatur has never had a "boom," 


and therefore has never rushed to the 
other extreme—down to the depths of 
depression. For thirty years the growth 
has been steady—sometimes slow but al- 
ways sure to keep moving steadily on- 
ward. The prices of property have never 
had a fictitious value, but they have been 
pretty sure to be a little higher than they 
were the previous year, There has been 
no great rush to lay out "all out doors" 
into town lots, but as fast as they have 
come to be needed additions have been 
laid out and lots have met with a satis- 
factory sale. The additions put upon the 
market within the past few years, East 
Park Boulevards, the new additions to 
the northward and the smaller additions 
adjoining the city on the west and the 
sonth, have sold readily and at • fair 
prices. And Decatur property ia not yet 
high. With but very few exceptions its 
rental value pays a fair income on the in- 
vestment, and that is the true test of 
value after all. A man who invests a 
thousand dollars in a Deoatur residence 
lot, and puts a house on it worth another 
thousand, is very sure of finding a tenant 
willing to pay a rent for it that nets the 
owner nine or ten per cent, on the cost, 
and as the town grows—and it is sure to 
grow—it will increase in value every 
year. So that, we take it, the value of 
property in Decatur is very sure to ad- 
vance. As the town grows .business will

Tho Groat Lynn Fire. 


In view of the effort that is being made 


in Dec.itur to induce so'ne of the burned 
out Lynn shoe factories to locate here, 
the following press despatch from the 
burned city will be found of interest. 


For the first time mnce the great tire 


it is possible to nvike a responsible accu- 
rate canvass of the situation ae it relates 
to the shoe industry. It appears that 
fully 60 per cent of the shoe and leather 
hou=es of this city were burned out. The 
number of Bhoe firms burned out was 
over eighty, while fifteen sole leather 
cutters and about sixty dealers in tops, 
stiffemngs and other shoe findings, were 
also burned out. A careful estimate of 
loss on sho«>6 shows (finished and in pro- 
gress of making) a total of |12,500 cases, 
valued at the rate of $1 per pair, as they 
run, at 8750,00,). This is considered to be 
rather aa nuder estimate. An estimate 
OQ the loss in sole leather, held in stock 
by sole cutters and manufacturers, is put 
at 3500,000. This is principally of crop 
sole in sides and cut up, while tbe loss on 
heel, stiffening, inner soling, etc., will 
reach 8150,000 more. E. E. Hillurd, who 
who was entireiy burned out, had on 
hand 10,500 sides of crop sole leather and 
11.300 cases of cut soles valued in all at 
ovsr $100,000, on which there was insur- 
ance of only 838.000, The loss on mor- 
occo leather is placed 
at 8360,000, 


The loss on machinery is estimated at 
8266,000. The taking out of the way of 
so many large shoe factonee, if only tem- 
porarily, will tend *o increase the busi- 
ness of the houses left, while tbe loss of 
stock, machinery, etc., which must be re- 
placed, will have a strengthening effect 
o« the general markets. That tbe town 
will be built tip at an early date is trne, 
but the fire will have caused a temporary 
spreading of the immense shoe business 
of Lynn, and it now looks aa if it may 
take some years to bring this business 
back.

ABOUT PENSIONS. 


Clerk Hardy Issues 15O Vouchers— 


The Grand Total Expense. 


December l:h was a day devoted to 


pensions in tbe offices of the county and 
circuit clerks. 
It was the regular day 


for signing and sending off vouchers to 
Mrs. Mnlhgan.the pension payrnistrees at 
Chicago. 
Clerk Hardy handled no less 


than 15U vouchers, and other clerks were 
proportionately busy. 


In his annual leport Hon. William 


Windom, Secretary of the Treasury De- 
partment, devotes space to pensions as 
follows: 


PENSIONS. 


The amount estimated for pensions for 


the year 1889 was $76,312,400, and the 
estimates for same purpose, herewith 
submitted, for the year 1891 are 890,- 
089,252,j showing an apparent increase of 
822,274,852. These figures, however, do 
not approximately represent the actual 
increase of eipenditure for pensions, be- 
cause the estimate for the year 18S9 was 
wholly inadequate to meet the demands 
of the service. 
The amount regularly 


appropriated for pensions for ^tbat year 
was 881,758,700. 
To this was added a 


deficiency appropriation by Congress of 
88.1X10,000, and about $8,000,000 more 
were necessarily drawn from the appro- 
priations for the current year, to p»y 
pensions due in the fiscal year 1889, but 
for which sufficient appropriations had 
not been made. 
The total 
amount, 


therefore, which waa actually required 
for pensions for the fiscal year ended 
June 3D, lIsO, was $95,024.77911. 


The amount appropr aied for pensions 


for the current year was the same as last 
year 1-581,758,700); but there is an esti- 
mated deficiency of 82-1,000,000 for this 
year, making a total of 8105,758,700; de- 
ducting from this the 88,000,000 drawn 
out, as above suited, to meet the defi- 
ciency for last year, will leave chargeable 
to the current year $97,758,700.

The Way to Teach. 


It is the recitation in direct or indirect 


studies which makes the pupil a friend 
or a truant, a student or a scamp, which 
will guide him along the paths of honest 
endeavor or by ways of indolence or in- 
difference, lie finds words of praise for 
well doing or condemnation of neglect. 
In the recitation the teacher gives proof 
of fitness or unfitnessin his calling. Here 
is displayed the life of the school, and 
hero is decided whether the school shall 
bo a source of development or a source- 
of unworthy motive, falseness and inef- 
fective accomplishment. The pupils who> 
?ecite from the book undergo an exercise 
of memory which is valuable, but below 
the end sought. All recitations should 
be discussions with illustrations and de- 
monstrations. We have too much reci- 
tation. Three hours should be enough. 
We waste time in recitation when we 
give no time for study. 


Pupils of the primary grade should be 


given no study to do out of school, and 
higher grades very little. Let them leant 
other and valuable lessons. One of the 
greatest wrongs in the schools today ia 
keeping after school. It does not pro- 
mote good attendance, conduct or bene- 
fit. Arouse the pupil's ambition by study- 
ing his peculiar temperament. Do not 
restrict to one book. Make examinations 
oral, with such written examinations as 
necessary, A pupil who acquits himself 
well in oration may often be advanced 
to a higher grade regardless of the results 
of a written examination. The details 
ot the recitation of course depend on the- 
leaoher and personality of the pupil.— 
Professor G«orge How land.

LUNA AND LUNACY. 


THe Influences of the Various Seasons on 


Miudg Diseased. 


The old idea that Luna and lunacy ha^e 


an intimate relation appears to be not 
wholly without foundation. This, at any 
rate, i"s demonstrated tiy the commission- 
ers in lunacy for Scotland—tlwt the sea- 
sons have a distinct influence on asylum 
statistics. 
The tables of admissions dur- 


ing the years 1SSO-7 show that there are 
two well maiked periods—one in which 
the number ri-es considerably above the 
average, and the othtr in which it falls 
considerably below. The average monthly 
number for the 
i i,ht years was 1,099. 


During the three moi.th.s of May, June 
and July the number was Gib above what 
it would have >• n if tne average 
her only had been admitted. On the

SAN LOECXZA'S, HIDE. 


"I'm now coming to the most cm ions 


incident of that terrible night," con- 
tinued the cap'n.

He bits on his knees in the, 
stern of the boat and fishes with a line 
200 feet long, using his front finger for a 
pole. On the fatal night of Oct. 28 San 
had just got a bite when he heard the 
ominous rumble. 
Before he could either 


land the fish or grab his paddle ho felt 
himself going up in the air. It was so 
dark that San couldn't see anything, so 
ho clutched both gunwales of his boat 
and hung on. Presently there came an- 
other jerk, and the fisherman went up a 
few more feet. 


"The unhappy man was too frightened 


to move, so he sat there, going up by 
jerks, until daylight. 
Then San peered 


over the edge of his boat and found him- 
self sticking on top of a mountain 400 
feet in the air. The peak was so sharp 
that it pierced the bottom of his boat and 
stuck up four fe'et above San's head. lie 
still hung on to his fish line, which had 
a horse mackerel dangling from the hook, 
dead, halfway down the mountain. The 
survivors discovered San in the morning 
and that is the beautiful legend of how 
San Lorenza got its name."

Futile Attempts to Catch the Speedy Lit- 


tle Animal—A Rabbit Farm tylnbllslicrt 


to Obvliite the 
Difficulty—A Successful 


Scheme at Last Perfected. 


Jack rabbits may be saiil to be found 


now nearly altogether west of the Mis- 
souri river. They were lately numerous 
on the town site of KansiisL'iiy, lint have 
now grown comparatively scarce there, 
and also at Omaha, alilioiuh they are 
•-till often seen on the prairies near the 
latter city. The would be captor of tlie 
jack rabbit, however, will lind his ani- 
mal in bewildering plenty on tlie table 
lands of certain portions of Colorado, and 
in good nuinliers in til" western portions 
ul'Kansas and Nebra *">. it being native 
to almost tlie whole territory of tlie latter 
two states. 


The fact is, it is no i.is-y matter to cap- 


ture a live jack rabbit. Plenty of people 
say they can catch them, and think they 
can catch them, but when it comes right 
down to business the results do not war- 
rant the assertion. 
One vehement Colo- 


rado citizen who lived in a section where 
the jack rabbits fairly swarmed lus re- 
peatedly declared hii ability to capture a 
thousand jacks in a week, 
lie thought 


he could take a number of men and some 
long nets and make a drive which would 
round up about an acre of writhing and 
seething jack rabbits at a whirl. His 
project is not new and has been tried. 
Tlie result usually is that the big hares 
either get awuy or get killed. Eastern 
parties desirous of starting inclosed cours- 
ing parks have had outstanding offers of 
$5 apiece for jack rabbits not any longer 
than your hand, but they were unable to 
get any. 
A few young ones are occa- 


bionaily picked up in nests by boys or by 
hunters upon the western plains, and 
once in a long while one is caught in a 
big "figure 4" trap or "fail door'' trap, 
although the latter does not often hap- 


pen, 
because of the bigness and shyness 


jf this particular kind of rabbit. Neither 
jif these sources of supply, however, is in 
.inv way constant,and both are altogether 
imideimatu to the exigencies of regular 
coursing events. It did not take long, 
therefore, for the projectors of an in- 
closed coursing circuit to realise that 
they must have a jack rabbit farm. Tlie 
onlv farm of this sort, so far as known, 
ii situated on a Hat alkali section near a 
tov, n in central Kansas, 
it an I it-jack 


rabbits are th" pmp.Tty ut' a cuiir-ing as- 
sociation which mil imt-eil a ralibit to 
any line else, and which depends on i'.s 
farm for the supply of hares taken t 
other cities in park coursing "veins. 


At starting the projectors of this novel 


farm had only about thirty jack rabbits, 
which had for the most part been pur- 
chased when young from farmer boys 
who had found them. 
In one year, ow- 


ng to accretions from similar sources, 
and to the very rapid multiplication of 
the species, there were between two and 
three hundred full grown jacks on the 
farm, and the question of supply may be 
fairly said to be settled. If measures be 
not taken to keep down the increase tht 
iacks will before lung nil the farm up sc 
they will have to move the fences. 


but when the rabbit farmers wanted 


some rabbits for a coursing event, they 
at first fuu nl that they had still to catch 
their rabbit The game was ou the farm 
to hi' fire, but there was a good deal ol 
farm U) the amount of rabbit; moreover 
the latter remained possessed of all his 
native wildnessand speed, and positive!} 
declined to be interviewed at short range 
In this dilemma, the owners of the farm 
tried the expedient which the soi disam 
Colorado rabbit catcher suggested. The\ 
took a large strip of wire fence netting 
through whose meshes the hares could 
not pass, and by means of a large num 
her of men used this as a sort of rabbit 
seine. They seined all one afternoon, in 
the midst of a gentle Kansas zephyr, and 
when the shades of night fell they had 
one small and absent minded jack rah 
bit, which had forgotten to run away. 
It was evident that some other plan must 
be tried. 
There is a regulation coursing 


track situated in the middle of thisfarm, 
the side fences of the course being about 
half a mile long and, say, a hundred 
yards apart. At one e'id of this are lo- 
cated the escapes for the rabbits, and at 
the other, which narrows down to a 
point, are the pens from which they are 
loosed before the dogs. 


It was thought that if tho coy crea- 


tures could be gotten inside the coursing 
track, they could be driven into the pens 
at the other end without trouble. An 
effort was made to drive them into the 
track, but they proved obdurate as ever, 
and only a few could be handled in that 
way. 
Tlie way finally adopted as most 


successful was to set a little covered pit- 
fall, with a tip up top, on the outer edge 
of the track fence. The hares have a 
habit of running along a fence, and it 
was found they made a sort of path 
along both sides of the course. In this 
the tip tops were set. A hare steps on 
the lid of the trap, and down he goes. 
lie finds he can get out all right on tin- 
inside of the fence, and so out he cllmbe. 
When a number are found m the iiiclo- 
surc they are dAren into tho pens at the 
head of "the track. By using a »rail of 
corn and other fixjd the capture of the 


A jack rabbit is a strong animal, but, 


like moat of the Lepus family, he has a 
soft spot in the back of his head. 
The 


adults are naturally very wild, and 
grow so frantic when handled that some- 
times they strike their heads against 
something and injure or kill themselves. 
The young ones, or those brought up in 
captivity close to human beings, are not 
so desperate, but there is always to be 
feared a disposition in one of these great 
hares cither to pull an arm off his capt- 
or or a leg off himself. The greatest 
care, therefore, is necessary in caging 
and shipping the rabbits. They are care- 
fully netted or otherwise taken out of 
the pens and gently placed in padded 
crates, so that they may not hurt them- 
selves. By such measures it has been 
found that they stand shipment very 
well, and with almost no loss of life.— 
E. Hou/;h in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

But out of 
the field of fiction we see no superiority 
in southern writers now over those of 
forty years ago. 
In poetry, criticism, 


able and elaborate articles on j;reat sub- 
jects, history, biography, and so on, we 
see no advance in the south beyond thirty 
and forty years since. In the north what 
histories since the war equal those of 
Bancroft, Motley and Prescott? The soli- 
tary biography that is superior to those 
before the war is Scliurz's Henry Clay, 
and he is a German. What criticism and 
high thinking in the north equals Emer- 
son? What poetry of today equals tho 
best of New England, including Bryant, 
before the year I860?—Wilmington (N. 
C.) Messenger.
